Maido, maido and welcome to Kinki Japan, the land of historic temples, 
beautiful geiko, majestic mountains, and a vibrant, growing economy. 
Kindly leave your shoes and Tokyo dialect by the door. Remember to 
open your mouth when you speak here. If you like, you can roll your r's 
all the way down Mt. Rokko. The more expression in your voice, the 
better. Tell jokes. Go ahead, don't be afraid. You're among friends—this 
is Kansai. 

If you've been here long, you have already noticed that nobody is 
speaking the Japanese you so diligently studied in classes and textbooks. 
But you're going to have to learn the language of the streets. Of course, 
you can continue speaking the so-called hydjungo, standard Japanese, 
the language of poker-faced bureaucrats up in Tokyo, exactly as it is 
taught on NHK, but you'll bore everybody and you sure won't have a 
clue as to what people are saying to you. 

We have written this book for people who, like us, despite years of 
studying Japanese, or even being a Japanese native, felt clueless when 
they moved to the Kinki region and wore out their dictionaries trying in 
vain to find the meaning of words like honma, akan, shimota, and chau. 
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Despite being the language spoken by every one of your honorable 
neighbors, including your teachers, it isn't taught in classes and there are 
no textbooks, tapes, or television shows to help master it. Yet, not only 
does learning the language make it possible to understand everyone else 
but Kansai-ben is also a more expressive language, a more enjoyable 
dialect to speak than Tokyo-ben. And although it may seem strange for a 
foreigner to speak Kansai-ben (like a Japanese person affecting a Cockney 
accent or an Alabama drawl), it works wonders in livening up con- 
versations, even in Tokyo. 

If you're living in the Kyoto-Osaka-Kobe area, we hope you will find 
this book an indispensable road map to the language surrounding you. If 
you live elsewhere in the Kinki region, you should find that nearly all of 
our explanations are applicable, but that each region's dialect has its own 
pronunciation, special words, and other peculiarities you will need to 
pick up by paying close attention to your neighbors' speech patterns. If 
you live elsewhere in the southern half of Honshü, such as Nagoya, 
Hiroshima, or Okayama, we expect you will also find this book useful, 
since the language spoken throughout the area has more in common with 
Kansai-ben than with hyojungo. But you should listen carefully for 
differences, and may want to consider writing a book similar to this one 
yourself. If you live anywhere else in Japan or, God forbid, are still stuck 
in Tokyo, you can at least pretend to live in Kansai and lighten up those 
monotonous conversations. 

So pour yourself a glass of beer or a cup of hot Nada sake, put on your 
Hanshin Tigers baseball cap, and learn to speak like a native. 

Ganbatte na! 
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What Is Kinki? 
The Kinki region of Japan, called Kinki Chiho 近畿 地方 in Japanese, 
covers a wide region in the southern half of the main Honsh 本 州 island. 
Although the area considered part of the Kinki region has varied through 
history, it is now legally defined as the two cities (fu, 府 ) of Osaka and 
Kyoto and the five prefectures (ken, 県 ) of Hyogo, Mie, Nara, Shiga, and 
. Wakayama or, in less legal terms, the land south of Nagoya and north of 
Okayama. This region includes Osaka, Kyoto, Kobe, Nara, Akashi, the 
‘Ise Peninsula, and Awaji Island. Of course, there are differences in the 
language across such a large area containing such drastic contrasts in 
living styles and history, but these local variations are all considered sub- 
dialects of Kansai-ben. 

What then is Kansai? Although the word “Kansai” is used much more 
frequently than *Kinki," unfortunately the meaning of Kansai is somewhat 
muddled. Officially, Kansai is synonymous with Kinki, but in actual usage 

it usually applies only to the Kyoto-Osaka-Kobe area. This tri-city region 
is usually abbreviated in Japanese as Kei-Han-Shin 京阪 神 , taking one 
character from the name of each city. Kei-Han-Shin also includes the 
surburban cities in between, such as Ibaragi, Hirakata, and Nishinomiya. 

To make matters even more confusing, the version of Kansai-ben 
spoken in Osaka is often referred to as Osaka-ben, but as most outsiders 
cannot tell the difference, and because Osaka is by far the largest city in 
the region, quite often anyone who uses words such as akan and honma 
is considered to be speaking Osaka-ben. 

For the purpose of this book, we consider all the variations of Japanese 
spoken throughout the Kinki region to be part of Kansai-ben, and have 
tried to indicate the words or phrases that are used only in Osaka or only 
in the Kei-Han-Shin area. 

We would also like to note that although many other areas of Central, 
Southern, and Western Honshü, such as Nagoya, Okayama, and 
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Hiroshima, are not considered to be part of the Kinki region, the language 
in these areas has more in common with Kansai-ben than with standard 
Japanese. We have therefore tried to make this book useful for people 
living in these regions as well. 


The Dialect 


Why does the language spoken in Kansai differ from that in Tokyo and 
even vary from place to place within Kansai, even within the city of 
Osaka? The reason lies in the fact that before the advent of modern 
transportation and communication, residents of each area had little con- 
tact with people from more than a few miles away. As the language grew 
and changed, it did so within the confines of each locality. With the advent 
of modern communications, as well as the centralization of power in 
Tokyo, nearly everyone in Japan became able to understand and speak 
the officially sanctioned version of Japanese (the Tokyo version, of 
course). Regional dialects, however, although diminishing in usage, are 
still a fact of life in Japan. Children still master the local dialect spoken 
by parents and friends long before they are taught to speak standard 
Japanese. 

But why are some words used in Kansai while different words with 
nearly identical meanings are used in Tokyo, and why are certain 
pronunciations of the same word favored in Kansai over the standard 
pronunciation? Essentially, it is because that is the way it is, but there are 
a few guiding rules for newcomers to Kansai-ben.

e The final vowel of words ending with two vowels, especially adjectives 
that end in -i, are dropped in informal conversations and the final sound 
lengthened for emphasis.

* Although the level of formality depends on the person, place, and 
situation, in general the language in Kansai is less formal than in Tokyo. 
Typical conversations among Kinki people sound a notch less formal 
than those among Tokyoites, who consider this to be more an expression 
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of bad manners than friendliness. Of course, there are large gradations in 
formality in Kansai-ben as well as in standard Japanese, and it is important 
to speak with the correct level of formality in each situation. Women 
tend to speak more politely and use more standard Japanese than men. 


e Kansai-ben speakers often repeat the same word twice. This is 
especially common when showing sympathy or relieving someone's 


anxiety.

e Accentuation of words also differs, but it is difficult to give any rules 
other than to recommend listening to your neighbors instead of language 
tapes, especially as there are large variations even within Kansai. Here 
are some examples of how pronunciation in Kansai differs from Tokyo. 

The most often cited example is the homonym ame, which can mean 
either rain 雨 , or candy #4. In Kansai, the word for rain is accented on 
the second syllable a-ME, and the word for candy is unaccented a-me. In 
Tokyo, the accentuation is on the first syllable A-me for rain and on the 
second syllable a-ME for candy. Here are a few more examples:

Accentuation is, in general, much stronger in Kansai than in Tokyo, 


where pronunciation is basically flat. For example, fuku has a barely 
perceptable accent on the second syllable in Tokyo, so it is listed as 
fu-KU, but the accent on the first syllable in Kansai is relatively strong. 
This gives the speech in Kansai its more melodic, emotional tone as 


opposed to flat, monotonic Tokyo speech.

This first set of fifteen terms (ten words and five grammatical expressions), 
we believe, are the most critical for understanding the language around 
you. If you can master the usage of these words, you will be recognized 
by everyone as a Kansai resident.

Although considered a part of standard Japanese, aho, or aho, is used 
often only in Kansai. While it is sometimes written in kanji as BAR, 
pronounced aho, the final vowel sound is often clipped off and it is usually 
written in katakana as aho 7 - . Depending on the tone and particle used 
with aho, the word can range in meaning from a playful way to say “no” 
to a fairly strong expletive. Women as well as men use this word, but 
women need to pay special attention to usage and tone in order to avoid 
sounding unladylike. Women usually avoid saying aho directly to the 
person they are criticizing.

Omaera is the plural of omae (see word entry 43) and is used by men 
to mean “you.” Ya replaces da だ . (See 15) 

We agree it is somewhat reckless of us to begin your new vocabulary 
with aho, but of the fifteen most important words in Kansai-ben, this one 
ended up first in alphabetical order and second only to akan in A-I-U 
order. We are too aho to come up with a better system, so please don't 
stop reading now.

Akan is a very distinctive and easily recognizable feature of the language 
spoken in Kansai. Although not vulgar, this word is considered to be 
somewhat impolite. Akan is probably a modified version of ikan, which 
is the clipped form of ikenai, meaning “must not" or “cannot.” Akan has 
many uses, both by itself and as a part of grammatical expressions. Its 
various meanings, somewhat similar to dame 駄目 in standard Japanese, 
are explained below. 


(a) no! impossible!

In this case, although akan is used as an expletive, it has more of a 
tone of regret than anger. Anta あん た is an informal word for “you.” It is 
a contracted form of anata あな た , but is much more informal. It is used 
by both men and women, as opposed to omae お 前 , which is a rougher 
word for “you” used only by men.

Although usually written as e え È the pronunciation is actually between 
é and ei. E can be used anytime ii is used in standard Japanese. It is used 
extensively in Kansai and throughout much of the southern half of Honshü. But 
don't confuse this with the 2 that means “yes,” which is used throughout 
Japan.

By changing 
the order, however, we get the word ekakkoshii ええ 格好 し い , which 
means pretentious, something very much disliked in Kansai. 
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Like ii, e preceding a noun is a very common pattern.

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Honma or honma ni will be heard at least ten times per minute in a 
typical conversation as far south as Okayama, but this word is very 
distinctive and, because of the frequency of its use, is among the most 
recognizable features of Kinki Japanese. 


6.maido 毎度 hello 

Maido translates literally as “every time” but, as with the all-purpose 
domo どう も , maido can represent maido arigato gozaimasu, meaning 
“thank you for your patronage” or other stock phrases of greeting. In 
actual usage, maido is probably best translated as “hello” but is often 
used as a part of expressions of thanks. Although it is arguably the 
penultimate Kansai-ben word, in actuality it isn't used much by young 
people, especially outside of Osaka. Maido is often combined with okini.

This last example is usually used by the person receiving a phone call 
in the office after the caller has identified himself. However, as Kansai- 
ben is looked down upon by callers from Tokyo, including the corporate 
head-office personnel, the more acceptable domo, domo is often 
substituted when the caller is neither a close friend nor another native of 
Osaka.

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Both metcha and mutcha are adverbs meaning “very.” In usage, they are 
similar to totemo と て も , taihen KR, or sugoku すご く . Metcha and 
mutcha are completely interchangeable and can be thought of as variations 
in pronunciation of the same word.

Nanbo is a distinctive Kansai word used in the entire southern half of 
Honsht, including Hiroshima and Okayama, in place of ikura いく 5. 
Nanbo by itself means “how much?" when inquiring about a price. The 
standard ikura . . . -temo expression, meaning “no matter how much...” 
can also be replaced by nanbo . . . -temo.

9.0kini 大 き に thank you 
Like maido, okini is another typical Kansai word that isn't used that often 
in Kansai anymore. Its use seems centered in Kyoto, where it is always 
used in place of domo Or arigato by nearly everyone. In Osaka, the use of 
this word is limited mostly to older people, and domo or arigato are heard 
just as often as okini. In Kobe, its use is limited to old men and women 
shopkeepers. However, because okini is understood and recognized by 
everyone as proper Kansai-ben, even though the Tokyo mentality has 
been partially successful in converting most people to using domo, we 
recommend you say okini, at least occasionally, to the bus or taxi driver 
when he drops you off or to the clerk who gives you change. If you live 
in Kyoto, forget about saying domo or arigato outside of Japanese classes. 
Note that the pronunciation of okini differs somewhat for men and 
women. Women lift their voice slightly on the middle syllable (o-KI-ni) 
while men accent the first syllable (O-ki-ni). 


10.oru お る  is,exists (for humans and animals) 

The use of oru in place of iru is widespread not only throughout all of 
Kansai but every where in the southern half of Japan. Because oru is used 
as the humble version of iru in standard Japanese, however, and as such 
is only used to refer to oneself, the use of oru in referring to other people 
seems rude to non-natives of Kansai.

As in standard Japanese, the passive -rareru form of the verb is often 
used to make the sentence more formal, especially when asking something 
about your conversation partner. Therefore, oraremasu ka? is heard quite 
often in place of irasshaimasu ka? especially in business telephone 
conversations and in the office. As this is an honorific form, it cannot be 
used when referring to oneself. 

Suman すま ん is one of the Kansai versions of sumimasen 3 すみ ませ ん . 
This is the most clipped form and the least polite. Sunmahen すん ま へ ん 
is slightly more polite and is considered "correct" Kansai-ben. In some 
parts of Kansai it is considered rude and is thus used mostly by men and 
older people. Two versions that are also used widely are sunmasen すん ま 
せん and suimasen すい ませ ん . 

Note that the employee speaks more formally to the boss than the 
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boss does when he answers the employee. The employee uses oraremasu 
while the boss uses orehen. 

In addition to its use as a stand-alone verb, oru can also replace iru as 
an auxiliary verb to create the progressive form of the verb. -Te oru is 
usually contracted to -toru.

11.-haru 一 は る (honorific verb conjugation) 


This verb conjugation forms an integral part of Kinki's keigo 敬語 , the 
extra polite language used to show respect to people of higher rank or to 
strangers. However, as Kansai-ben generally has a reputation of being 
less formal than standard Japanese, when truly formal language is required, 
such as during job interviews or intercom announcements, standard formal 
Japanese is usually used. Therefore, the -haru form is most often heard 
in situations that fall somewhere between formal and informal. It is used 
especially by women, since they are expected to speak somewhat formally 
to male acquaintances but don't wish to sound cold by speaking too 
formally. It is also a convenient form for a company's younger employees 
when speaking to or about senior members, since it shows respect without 
sounding like excessive bootlicking. This form is used often in Kyoto, 
where it is considered a part of standard speech rather than keigo. 

This conjugation is believed to have been derived by shortening nasaru 
to -haru. However, unlike nasaru, -haru can be used with nearly any 
verb to make it more formal. 

In most places in Kansai, the -haru form is conjugated to the -i base of 
the verb. However, in Kyoto and surrounding areas, such as Nara, 
conjugation with the -a base of the verb is more common. 
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Where are you going?

12.-hen 一 へ ん (negative verb conjugation) 

The verb conjugation -hen is similar in usage to -nai. -Hen is attached to 
either the -a base or -e base of verbs in order to form the negative of 
verbs. It can also be attached to the -e base to produce the negative 
"cannot" form of verbs. For example, the verb yomu 読む (to read) in 
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standard Japanese is conjugated yomanai 読ま な い , meaning “not read," 
or yomenai 読め な い , meaning “can't read." In Kansai, yomu is 
conjugated yomahen 読ま へ ん , meaning “not read,” or yomehen 読め へ 
ん , meaning either “not read” or “can't read." Which of the two meanings 
is intended can only be determined from the context. However, when 
intending to say unequivocally “can't read," yomu can also be conjugated 


yomarehen 読ま れ へ ん . 


To make the negative past tense, conjugate the verb with -henkatta in 


the same manner as -hen. For example, the past tense of ikahen 行か 
へ ん , “don't go,” is ikahenkatta 行か へ ん か っ た , “didn’t go.”

13.nen ね ん (neutral sentence ending) 

Sentence-ending particles, or gobi 語尾 are a Japanese grammatical form 
with no real equivalent in English, but, as only one minute listening to 
any Japanese conversation will prove, their use must be mastered in order 
to speak like a native. The purpose of these words, which have no intrinsic 
meaning, is to control the mood or tone of the sentence, something English 
speakers generally accomplish by changing pitch, speed, and accentuation. 
Some examples include the pervasive ne, na, and yo, but, as you might 
expect, these sentence endings differ by dialect. You may have already 
noticed that the sentence endings in the examples up until now differ 
from those used in Tokyo. As they are one of the main points 
differentiating Kansai-ben from other dialects, a number of common 
sentence endings will be introduced in the following pages. 
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Nen is one of the most typical and frequently used sentence endings in 
the Kansai region. Nen is essentially neutral in tone, and is used when 
eliciting response from the conversation partner. It also has the effect of 
ending the sentence in a smooth manner. When used by itself, it has a 
somewhat soft tone, but is sometimes followed by stronger endings, such 
as de, for emphasis. 


Suki ya nen. 好き や ね ん 。 I like it.

Shimota is the local version of shimatta, which roughly translates as 
“completely,” but with a variety of usages dependent on context. When 
used as a stand-alone verb, the final a is sometimes lengthened to 
shimota— し も た ~ for extra emphasis. In conjugated form, shimota is 
often clipped to mota. 


(a) Used usually under one's breath as an expletive indicating contempt 
for one's own mistakes.

Ya and its variations are arguably the most critical difference in 
grammar between standard Japanese and Kansai-ben. Its usage is so 
pervasive and noticeable that Tokyo-based novelists, when trying to 
portray a character from Kansai, merely change every da to ya in the 
characters’ dialogue. 
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The usage of ya is varied and can only be explained effectively through 


examples.

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Line 1: Metcha, meaning “very,” is used to intensify e, meaning “good.” 
Sumiyoshi ends his sentences with na when he talks to himself. 

Line 2: Otchan is short for ojisan お じ さ ん , meaning “uncle.” It is 
used to address a middle-aged man and is informal but friendly rather 
than rude. Ossan お っ さん is also used as a contraction for ojisan, but is 
considered rude and would not be used when addressing someone, except 
as an insult or a joke. Nanbo is used to ask the price. 

Line 4: Shimota— is an expression Of annoyance at his own mistake 
of not having enough money with him to buy it. 

Line 5: Arahen is the negative of aru. Tokyoites would say nai instead. 
Wa is used to soften the sentence ending. Although in standard Japanese 
wa is used almost exclusively by women, in Kansai it is used just as 
much by men when adding a slight touch of politeness to the sentence. 
(See 30) 

Line 6: Here hona means "in that case." Shitoku, a contraction of the 
shite oku form of suru, is often used in Kansai to indicate doing a favor 
for the other person.

Line 1: In Kansai, -yan 一 や ん is affixed to the names of friends. This 
is most commonly used among school-age boys, but older people also 
use it among very close friends.

Line 3: Shite irun da is contracted to shiten nen し て ん ね ん . Famikon 
ファ ミコ ン ,the Japanese word for Nintendo, Sega, and other home video 
games, is a contraction of "family computer."

ん in Kansai-ben. 

Line 5: Sukebe 3 V3 ^5 , as well as etchi エッ チ , means lewd or dirty- 
minded. Sukebe is properly written sukebei 助平 , but is usually pronounced 
without the final -i sound. Sukebe is considered a more vulgar word than 
etchi and is therefore used infrequently by women, especially outside of 
Osaka. Yaro や ろ is equivalent to daro 724 3, the informal version of 
desho で し ょ 3 う in standard Japanese.

Kinki Variations 
Kansai-ben Across Kansai 


Throughout most of this book, we have concentrated on Kansai-ben as it 
is spoken in Osaka. Just as the Japanese language as a whole is slowly 
converging toward one standard due to the influence of the education 
system, national media, and movement of people, regional variations in 
Kansai-ben are slowly disappearing. Although the dialects spoken in such 
places as Osaka, Kyoto, and Mie were historically so different from each 
other as to be essentially incomprehensible to non-residents of the 
immediate area, the differences are now relatively minor, especially 
among young people. Variations remain, however, in pronunciation, level 
of politeness, and sentence endings. Within Kansai the difference between 
an individual’s manner of speech due to personality, age, sex, and context 
of the conversation is now much greater than any difference due to one’s 
place of birth. 

We asked many people throughout Kinki if they could identify 
someone from their hometown by listening to that person's speech. 
Surprisingly, the answer, almost unanimously, was that it is impossible, 
especially among young people. Nevertheless, there are still some 
differences in people's speech that tend to characterize them as residents 
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of certain areas. We’ ve compiled a list of some of these characteristics, 
but many are traditional and not used that often now. We strongly 
recommend that you listen to your neighbors and colleagues to hear how 
they speak. 


Osaka X lk 


Even within Osaka there have been traditional differences in the language 
spoken in various parts of the prefecture, especially between north and 
south. While these have virtually disappeared, there are still a few 
noticeable trends. 

The southern half of the prefecture, especially Kawachi, has a 
reputation for the roughest, least polite speech in Kansai. The sentence 
ending ke, as in 8 yan ke ええ や ん け (That's fine!), has a very rough, rude 
sound and is heard more often here than elsewhere in Kansai. Only here 
would it be used by women as well as men. Another well-known example 
of Kawachi-ben is the use of the emphatic sentence ending ware! われ ! 
which roughly translates to da ne, kimi! だ ね 、 君 ! in standard Japanese.. 

A few of the words that are considered traditional Kansai-ben, such as 
erai kotcha and mokarimakka, are really Osaka-ben, and their usage is 
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essentially limited to inside Osaka. While it is difficult to generalize, it 
seems the usage of Kansai-ben is more prevalent in Osaka than in other 
Kansai cities, such as Kyoto and Kobe. This may be because Osaka-jin 
are proud of their heritage and less willing than those from smaller cities 
to accept Tokyo's mandates. On the other hand, it may be because Osaka- 
jin have a rougher way of speaking and therefore use standard Japanese 
(considered more polite) less often than residents of other cities in Kansai. 

Nevertheless, nearly every salaryman and office lady in Osaka and 
throughout Kansai has learned to speak standard Japanese for use in 
business, although their pronunciation may differ slightly from Tokyoites. 
It is in the countryside of Kansai, among the grandmothers and 
grandfathers long isolated from the rest of Japan and without any need to 
ever speak to anyone from outside their village, where true Kansai-ben is 
preserved. 


Kyoto 京都 

The language in Kyoto is generally softer, more refined, and less direct 
than anywhere else in Japan. This may be because Kyoto was the capital 
of Japan for most of the country's history and its manner of politics

required avoiding offending anyone who might either be important or 
likely to become important. 

The most noticeable characteristic of Kyoto-ben is the high frequency 
usage of the -haru 一 は る form, which is considered keigo throughout 
the rest of Kansai. This form is used so frequently in Kyoto, even in 
informal situations, that it is not really considered as honorific here. It is 
used almost as frequently by men as by women in Kyoto, whereas it 1s 
used more often by women elsewhere. Because it is considered an 
honorific form, it is used to show respect to the conversation partner or to 
a third person. In Kyoto it is used only to add a touch of politeness to the 
conversation and can therefore be used when talking about a member of 
your own family, or even an animal. It is also often conjugated with the 
-ta 一 だ た verb stem in Kyoto, while it is usually attached to the -te 一 て or 
-i —\ form of the verb in the rest of Kansai.

Another characteristic that is not exclusive to Kyoto but more prevalent 
there than in other places in Kansai is the usage of i sounds in negative 
verbs instead of e.

In actuality, both forms are used throughout Kansai and nowadays are 
based more on personal speech habits than on location, but the i form 
seems somewhat more prevalent in Kyoto, while the e form is more 
common elsewhere. 

The pronunciation in Kyoto is softer and more melodic than elsewhere 
in Kansai. It is usually spoken slowly with clear pronunciation of what 
are usually silent vowels in Japanese, such as the u sound in -masu. 

The usage of the sentence ending nen ね ん is uncommon in Kyoto, 
while nà な あ is used frequently and usually drawn out for softness.

Probably the most difficult aspect of Kyoto-ben for foreigners to pick 
up, especially those familiar with Osaka-ben, is the dialect's lack of 
directness, as in the following example: 


Ma, bubuzuke demo oagariyasu.

This literally translates as “How about eating ochazuke (rice soup)?" 
but is actually an indirect way of telling guests they have overstayed 
their welcome. Kyoto residents, hearing this, would explain they were 
running much too late to partake of the host's hospitality and, in fact, 
would unfortunately have to be leaving immediately. 

There are also many grammatical expressions and sentence endings 
that, while no longer used often by young people, seem to define traditional 
Kyoto-ben.

There is also less use of na and na in Kobe than in Osaka. Women in 
Kobe also use ne more often. 


Characteristics of Other Areas of Kansai 

The language in areas outside the Kei-Han-Shin triangle is also becoming 
a mixture of the old ways of speaking, the style of the nearest cities, and, 
to some extent, standard Japanese. The older generation, of course, sticks 
to their local dialect while younger people, influenced by television, 
education, and travel, are adopting more standard Japanese into their 
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speech. It is nearly impossible to generalize how people speak in each 
place, but there are a few patterns that are common in certain regions of 
Kansai that are not part of regular Kansai-ben. 

In Wakayama and rural parts of Nara Prefecture, z sounds are replaced 
by d sounds. For example, instead of saying zen-zen 全然 people in this 
area say den-den デン デン . In the Shiga area, yaharu や は る replaces 
-haru 一 は る . People in Himeji say otteya お っ て や instead of iteharu 
いて は る . There are, of course, many such variations across the Kinki 
region, and it is impossible to describe them all here, but we have listed a 
few of the more interesting words you might hear if you travel across the 


area.

While gottsui is the traditional Osaka word, metcha 
and mutcha now seem to be preferred by young people, especially those 
living outside the city, although gottsui 1s still used to describe extreme 
conditions. With its very course sound, women use gottsui only to express 
very strong emphasis, preferring metcha or mutcha for normal situations. 
As with other Kansai-ben adjectives, it is common for the final i sound to 
be dropped and the u sound extended, in this case producing gottsu—.

Mokarimakka is another typical Kansai word that everyone across Japan 
thinks Kansai-ites use regularly but, in fact, is rarely used nowadays. 
When used, it is as a greeting, especially to a shopkeeper whose store 
you regularly patronize. The pronunciation mokattemakka も うか っ て 
まっ か is also sometimes heard. 

Mokarimakka is derived from mokaru 儲かる , which means to make 
a profit. The fact that this was once the typical greeting, even to those 
essentially unconcerned with money (just as Americans might say “how’s 
business?" even to students or other nonbusiness-related people), is used 
as ammunition by outsiders who look down on Osaka as a city of 
merchants. 

To be honest, we have never heard mokarimakka used in conversation 
except as a joke. However, because it is always mentioned as a well- 
known example of Osaka-ben, as a foreigner speaking Kansai-ben, you 
will be expected to know and to be able to use this word. See word entry 
16 for the proper response if anyone ever asks you mokarimakka? 


20.0moroi お も ろ い interesting 

Omoroi is a contraction of the standard Japanese word omoshiroi 面白 い . 
It can be conjugated in the same manner as other adjectives, although the 
ku syllable is usually dropped in the negative conjugation.

In these respects, it is similar to zo in standard Japanese, 
but is used frequently by women as well as men.

It is nearly impossible to translate these sentence endings into English. 
The closest equivalent to na and nd is the habit of some young people to 
say “y’ know?" or “eh?” at the end of sentences. Japanese will include 
some sort of word with no meaning at the end of every sentence, often in 
the middle of sentences, sometimes after nearly every word, and 
occasionally replacing the entire sentence. Sometimes these particle 
endings seem to have little meaning except to indicate the fact that the 
speaker is pausing for an instant. In Tokyo, the two main phrases are ne 
and sa. In Kansai, na is the preferred word. Ne is sometimes used in 
Kansai, especially by women, but sa is never used. In Tokyo, na is 
occasionally used, but it has a rough sound there, which is another reason 
that Kansai-ben sounds crude to untrained ears. 

Just as ne is often lengthened to ne, na is very often lengthened to 
nd, especially when used at the end of sentences or when asking for some : 
sort of response from the conversation partner. 


TADASHI: Kore, na, wakarehen, na. 

SHIGERU: Na!

Like ne, na can be used by itself to indicate complete agreement with 
the speaker's opinion. It is not a soft na, but spoken with a short, strong 
expulsion of air. A drawn out nà can also be similarly used in Kansai. 

Be careful not to confuse this sentence-ending na with the standard 
Japanese particle na, which is used with verbs to create the "must" or 
“must not" forms in such phrases as benkyo suru na #4589 4 % (don’t 
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study) or benkyo sena akan 勉強 せな あか ん (have to study). In general, 
the grammatical partical na has a shorter sound and is used only in 
conjunction with verbs, but it can sometimes be difficult to tell which is 
intended except in the context of the conversation. 


29.-san 一 さん (greetings suffix) 

-San is added to the end of greetings such as “good morning." This is 
essentially the same -san that is used as a suffix to peoples' names, a 
contraction of the more formal -sama 様 . The practice of attaching -san 
to greetings is a well-known aspect of the Kansai dialect, but is heard 
more often in Osaka. Because it is much less formal than standard 
greetings, it is used mostly with friends or co-workers of the same age or 
lower. This suffix cannot be applied to all greetings and, as a rule of 
thumb, can only be used with greetings that would normally end in 
gozaimasu, gozaimashita, or sama.

30.wa わ (untranslatable neutral sentence ending) 

Wa is yet another Kansai-ben sentence ending. It has neutral connotations 
and is used for adding a slight amount of emphasis to the sentence. Unlike 
in Tokyo, where wa is a very soft sentence ending used exclusively by 
women, in Kansai wa is neutral and is used frequently by men as well. It 
is sometimes written as wa わあ to differentiate between the wa わ used 
by everyone in Kansai and the Tokyo wa わ used only by women. Still, 
in order to avoid silly comments about learning Japanese from girlfriends, 
it is probably best for male foreigners to avoid using wa until everyone 
has realized he is speaking Kansai-ben.

Line 1: Ojii-han means Mr. Old Man or Grandpa, but does not carry 
the negative connotations it would have in English and is often preferred 
over the use of actual names. Donai is equivalent to do どう , in this case 
meaning “How is it?" 

Line 3: Osaka is very famous for its sense of humor, and one popular 
form of comedy is manzai, or stand-up comedy teams. Yoshimoto is 
short for Yoshimoto Kógyo 吉本 興業 a vaudeville and comedy 
entertainment agency based in Nanba that has spawned a whole generation 
of comedians who have become famous throughout Japan, even in 
humorless Tokyo! They operate two theaters in Nanba, Nanba Kagetsu 
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and Nichome Gekij6. Watching a live performance of young Yoshimoto 
talent may help you learn Kansai-ben and understand Kansai humor, but 
it isn’t necessary to travel all the way to Nanba to see them. They also 
produce a popular television show called “Yoshimoto Shinkigeki.” Each 
actor has a stock of funny phrases which he uses each week, and these 
soon make their way into the speech of young people in Kansai. Thanks 
to Yoshimoto, the vast majority of comedians in Japan are from Kansai 
and have helped popularize Kansai-ben throughout Japan. Because of 
this agency, people living outside of Kansai tend to believe that everyone 
in Kansai is a comedian. Due to the use of Kansai-ben in comedy, even 
when Kansai people are discussing serious matters, it sounds like comedy 
to everyone else. Actually, the percentage of people who think that making 
others laugh is their life’s work may be very high in Kansai. 

One of the basic patterns of manzai comedy is boke ボケ and tsukkomi 
ツッコ ミ . Boke refers to the person playing the idiot while tsukkomi is 
the straight man in a two-man comedy team. The role of the boke is to 
say something strange or stupid. When he does, the tsukkomi has to 
throw in the proper straight line to make people laugh. This pattern is 
also common in everyday conversations in Osaka. When someone says 
something strange, stupid, or silly, reminiscent of the boke role, other 
people are expected to add the tsukkomi line. 

The easiest and most common of these tsukkomi phrases are as follows:

Line 7: The Nanba area, on the southern end of downtown Osaka, is 
called Minami ミナ ミ by Osaka residents, and Kita キタ refers to Umeda, 
one of the main districts of Osaka on the northern end of the loop line. It 
includes the main train stations for JR (Osaka Station) and Hankyü and 
Hanshin (Umeda Station), as well as a large business and entertainment 
district. Although these names obviously refer to the old north and south 
ends of Osaka, Minami and Kita are always written in katakana and never 
kanji.

Line 1: Anta/Omae no koto ga suki is the usual way to tell someone 
you like them in the romantic sense. Its meaning is somewhere between 
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“I like you" and “I love you." Omae お 前 means the same as anata, but 
is rougher sounding and used exclusively by males. 

Line 6: Tereya is a person who tends to be tereru 照れ る , which means 
to be shy or easily embarrassed.

Line 6: Yüteta € ゆう て た replaces itteta 言っ て た , meaning “was 
saying." Omoroi is conjugated in the negative past tense to omoronakatta, 
"wasn't interesting." 

Line 8: Nani 4 [-ten nen form of verb], omae is a very common male 
speech pattern in Kansai when asking a rhetorical question.

Line 1: Ohayo-san replaces ohayo gozaimasu when saying “good 
morning" to friends or neighbors. Sakai-han is used in place of Sakai- 
san, but is less formal. Among males, even good friends call each other 
by last names, but in this case the two are not close enough to dispense 
with the honorific titles. They are probably too old to use -kun and not 
close enough to use -yan. 

Line 5: In this case, mo shindoi も うし ん どい probably means not that 
he's tired from working but that he doesn't feel like working in the hot 
and humid weather. Shita nai wa し た な いわ is equivalent to shitakunai 
し た く な い meaning “don’t want to,” in this case referring to work. The 
ku sound is often left out. 

Line 7: As opposed to line 2, this time bochi-bochi (2 513 b means 
“take our time." Yarimahyo X 0 € 0 x is equivalent to yarimasho X V 
£ L Ł 2. "S" sounds are often changed to “h” sounds in Kansai, especially 
by older people in Osaka. Similarly, -masen verb endings are often 
changed to -mahen, and -masho to -mahyo.

Tora-Kichi 


Living in Kansai is synonymous with rooting for the Hanshin Tigers 
baseball team. Even people who hate baseball will say they hope Hanshin 
wins. There are two other teams in Kansai, the Orix BlueWave in Kobe 
and the Kintetsu Buffaloes of Osaka Prefecture, but they do not command 
nearly as much support or attention as Hanshin. This is not to say that 
Hanshin is a good team; in fact, since they were formed in 1935, they 
have only once won the Nihon Series, Japan’s national championship. 
Most years find them languishing in the cellar of the Central League, 
which only seems to increase their lovability as the underdog. So don’t 
be surprised when, even at the end of a formal company banquet, the 
corporate vice-president asks everyone to stand up and sing the Hanshin 
Tigers Fight Song, Rokko Oroshi. 

Memorizing the words to Rokko Oroshi, accurately called Hanshin 
Taigasu no Uta 阪神 タイ ガー ス の 歌 , is a sure way to become popular in 
Kansai (and hated in Tokyo). Most karaoke clubs in the area have the 
song on their menu, and everyone in the place will surely join in singing 
it, especially near the end of the summer. 
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Rokko 1s, of course, the Rokko Mountains, and Rokko Oroshi is the 
wind that blows down from Mt. Rokko.The Tigers's home stadium is 


Koshien in Nishinomiya, between Osaka and Kobe and near the base of 


Mt. Rokko.

Some useful words and phrases related to the Tigers are listed below. 


dametora SKA 

When the Tigers are playing poorly and falling behind in the standings, 
they are called dametora, but only by non-Kansai residents. Hanshin fans, 
no matter how bad the season might seem, never give up on their Tigers. 


dentó no issen 伝統 の 一 戦 

This is the name for the games between the Tigers and Kyojin BA 
(Yomiuri Giants). The rivalry between the two teams is almost as intense 
as the rivalry between the two cities. The Giants are, of course, Tokyo's 
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main team. When the game between the two teams is played at Koshien, 
it is called the Hanshin-Kyojin game. The home team's name comes first, 
so when the game is played at the Big Egg (Tokyo Dome) the order is 
reversed. 


Hanshin 阪神 

(a) Hanshin Tigers baseball team 

(b) Hanshin Railway 

(c) Companies owned by Hanshin Railway such as Hanshin Department 
Store 

(d) The Osaka-Kobe region 

(e) Hanshin horse racing track in Takarazuka 


It is important to realize that baseball teams in Japan are named after 
the company that owns them, in this case Hanshin Railway. The characters 
for Hanshin 阪神 are an abbreviation of Osaka-Kobe 大 阪 一 神戸 , and 
are used when referring to the two-city region. The railroad company 
that built a line connecting Kobe and Osaka was therefore named Hanshin 
Dentetsu 阪神 電鉄 and, like most other major rail companies in Japan, 
has become a transportation and retailing conglomerate. If Hanshin wins 
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the pennant, look for bargain sales at Hanshin Hyakkaten 阪神 百貨 店 
their department store. 


jetto füsen — ジェ ッ ト 風 船 

These are the long balloons that Tigers fans, especially those in the 
bleachers, release at the start of the bottom of the seventh inning. They 
are also referred to as roketto fusen ロケ ッ ト 風 船 . The balloons make a 
whistling noise as they fly and create an amazing racket when everyone 
releases them at the same time.

(a) Baseball stadium in Nishinomiya where the Tigers play. 

(b) Twice annual high school baseball tournament held at Koshien 
Stadium. 

(c) Stop on the Hanshin Railway line where Koshien Stadium is located.

These are the so-called “deadly” road games. For two weeks in August, 
while the high school baseball tournament occupies KOshien Stadium, 
the Tigers play only road games. This is a critical juncture in the season, 
and the team typically doesn’t do well during this period.

A trip to Koshien to see a game is well worth the effort if tickets are 
available. Plan ahead—when the team is playing well, Hanshin tickets 
can be as difficult to come by as sumo wrestling tickets. But stay far 
away from the bleachers unless you’re carrying something far stronger 
than aspirin. Although noisy throughout the stadium, the bleachers beyond 
the outfield are the epicenter of the non-stop orchestrated cheering. The 
Hanshin colors, yellow and black, or white and black, are essentially 
mandatory there. 

It is also a smart idea to watch a few games on television, pick out a 
few favorite players, and keep track of the team’s record and standings in 
the newspaper in order to have an easy topic of conversation with which 
to break the ice at parties and company functions. 

One interesting piece of Tiger history involves a foreigner, Colonel 
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Sanders of Kentucky Fried Chicken fame. There seem to be several 
versions of this story, but here is the one we heard. 

When Hanshin won the Japan Series for the first time in 1985, the 
fans went crazy. One group gathered at Nanpa Bashi over the Dotonbori 
River, and as people called out the names of their favorite players, someone 
would jump into the river. However, when they called out the American 
player, Randy Bass, who helped lead the team's success, there were no 
foreigners in the crowd to represent him. The closest thing to a foreigner 
they could find was the Colonel Sanders statue in front of the nearby 
KFC restaurant, which they threw into the water. 

The restaurant never replaced the statue, and soon afterwards Hanshin 
went into a deep slump. Some people claimed this was due to a jinx 
wrought by the Colonel himself. When, in 1992, it looked like Hanshin 
would win the Central League pennant, the shop finally replaced the statue. 
However, knowing the character of Hanshin fans, the management chained 
the statue to the front of the restaurant. Unfortunately, the team blew the 
last few critical games and failed to win the pennant. Maybe they shouldn't 
have kept the Colonel chained down.

Fifteen More Kinki Words 


By now you have certainly noticed how often the grammar and vocabulary 
described thus far are used in everyday speech. Hopefully, you have tried 
out some of the expressions yourself and have found people's responses 
warmer and more open, or less stiff and formal. If you haven't been using 
the first thirty words, why not? Don't be shy or you'll miss all the fun in 
conversing. Try it out in your Japanese class. Your teacher will 
undoubtedly try to correct you. Ask her how she speaks with her friends 
outside of class and watch her get flustered. Yes, language study, too, is 
an integral part of the Tokyo conspiracy. 

Seriously, we recommend you become comfortable with the first thirty 
Words, since they constitute the backbone of Kansai-ben and are useful 
in almost every situation. From this point, we concentrate more on specific 
words and speech patterns that, although important to understand and 
use, are somewhat more limited in application.

Donkusai translates literally as “the smell of stupidity.” It means a person, 
or action of a person, that is dim-witted or stupid, but is usually used 
more in jest between friends than as an actual insult. Similar words in 
standard Japanese are noroma D4 € , nibui 鈍い , and guzu ÈK .

Donkusai would be used between friends when 
teasing each other, while toroi can be used as an insult, in some contexts. 

As with many adjectives, the final -i can be dropped and the last sound 
lengthened. Donkusai then becomes donkusa—. Similarly, atsui BV is 
often changed to atsu— あつ >~ and shindoi し ん どい to shindo— 
Wa YA 
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32. hagaii は が いい — frustrating 

Hagaii is a contraction of hagayui 歯がゆい , which literally means “itchy 
tooth." You know you could get rid of the itch by pulling the tooth, but 
you also know it would only make matters worse, so you do nothing but 
feel frustrated. A situation or person is hagaii when you know you have 
the means to solve a problem but can't use it. The most common usage is 
in reference to a person who, because of ineptitude or other reasons, is 
unable to do something you know you could do easily if allowed.

An akogare 憧れ is someone you have a crush on. Mii みい attached 
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to the -że form of a verb means “you should try.” (See' 58) Itte mota is 
equivalent to itte shimatta 行っ て し まっ た in standard Japanese. (See 
14) Shiten nen is the -ing form of suru. (See 45) 

It is also possible to be frustrated with yourself. For example, if you 
are the best baseball player on the team and your team is losing, but you 
can't do anything about it because you are injured, you might say the 
following:

33.hokasu ほか す to throw away 

Hokasu means the same as suteru 18 T 4 . Unlike many Kansai-ben words 
that are contractions or variations on the pronunciation of standard 
Japanese words, hokasu is unique to Kansai. People living outside of 
Kansai who are unfamiliar with this word might assume it is a contraction 
of hokan suru 保管 する , meaning “to save,” the opposite of hokasu. This 
can sometimes lead to misunderstandings between the Kansai office and 
branch offices of a company.

This form is often used to request a simple 
favor of someone younger or of lower standing, and is sometimes 
shortened to -toite 一 と いて . Hokashitoite is often shortened even further 
to hottoite ほっ と いて . Don't confuse this with hotte oite ほ は うっ て お い 
て which is also contracted to hottoite and means “leave me alone." 
Hokasu is also sometimes pronounced horu は る .

34. kanawan | か な わん stuck, troubled, can't win, can’t 
stand something 

This often heard word has two unrelated meanings that are both commonly 
used. The first meaning is “trouble” or “troublemaker,” somewhat similar 
to komatta 困っ た . But kanawan can also mean “I can’t win against 
something or someone” or “I can’t stand something.” The intended 
meaning has to be determined from the context. Here is an example of 
similar sentences with very different meanings. 


(a) Kanawan yatcha na. 
か な わん や っ ち や な あ 。 
He's a troublemaker. 
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In this context, kanawan 1s often shortened to kanan, as in kanan 
yatcha na. 


(b) Aitsu ni wa, kanawan.

There's no way I can beat him. 


Both of the above examples can be simplified to just kanawan nà か な 
わん な あぁ . 

Related to definition (b) of kanawan 1S the feeling of not being able to 
stand something. In this case, kanawan is used in the same way as 
tamaranai だ ま ら な い , which in Kansai is pronounced tamaran た ま 
ら ん .

The kanawan of sentence (b) is used throughout Japan, but the word 
is pronounced kanawanai か な わな い outside of Kansai.

35. kannin suru 堪忍 する excuse me, forgive me, 
have patience 
Kannin suru means the same as kanben suru 勘弁 する , “pardon me" or 
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"excuse me," when asking forgiveness for a small mistake, and is often 
used in the context of “please have patience with me." It is sometimes 
shortened to kanisuru か に する when used in the forms kanishite か に し 
C, "forgive me,” and kanishitaru か に し た る , “I forgive you." 


A young woman meeting her boyfriend who has arrived late: 


NOZOMI: Nani shitottan?! Ichi jikan mo matteten de!

Makeru literally means “to lose," but can also mean, especially in Kansai 
(although not exclusively), a special discount, usually attained by 
bargaining. Benkyo suru 勉強 する is also used synonymously in this 
context. Neither word is used to refer to a store's standard bargain sales.

This type of bargaining, although not extremely prevalent, is much 
more common in Kansai than elsewhere in Japan. There also seem to be 
more flea markets and other less formal shops, where bargaining is 
customary. However, most bargaining, especially at small markets, is 
done by asking for a reduction based on volume purchases. For example, 
if the list price of a piece of fish is 1,000 yen, you may be able to get two 
for somewhat less than 2,000 yen, or for 2,000 yen you may be able to 
get the shopkeeper to throw in another small piece for free. In Osaka's 
Nipponbashi 日 本 橋 (be careful with the pronunciation— Tokyo has a 
district written with the same characters and pronounced Nihonbashi), 
electronic goods can be bought at a discount for those able to bargain 
effectively. For example, it may be possible to convince the salesman to 
throw in free accessories, such as software or disks, with a computer 
purchase. 

Bargaining is often pointed out as an indicator of the significant 
difference in personalities of Kansai and Kanto residents. Typical 
Tokyoites take pride in their ability to pay for expensive goods. Although 
bargain hunting may be growing in popularity all over Japan, Tokyoites 
would not announce to friends that they bought anything other than the

best goods at full price. On the other hand, typical Kansai residents, 
especially those in Osaka, take pride in their ability to drive a hard bargain 
and to find the same goods at lower prices. It is often said this is due to 
the fact that Osaka has traditionally been a city of merchants, while Tokyo 
has been a collection of people from the countryside trying to impress 
each other. 

So don't be embarrassed at an outdoor market, especially if you are 
buying more than one item. Go ahead and say makete kurehen? and see 
what happens. You might save some money and, if nothing else, have an 
interesting time talking with the shopkeepers in Kansai-ben. 


37. shānai し ゃ あな い can’t be helped 

Shanai is a contraction of shikata ga nai 仕方 が な い or, as a language 
textbook might list it, shikata ga arimasen 仕方 が あり ませ ん . Literally, 
it means “there is no method." It is used frequently to mean “it’s hopeless” 
or “I give up." In Tokyo it is usually contracted to sho ga nai L X ò 2372 
v^, while in Kansai it usually becomes shanai, with the middle a sound 
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drawn out. The word is almost always followed by na && . Japan is 
sometimes referred to as the “sho ga nai culture" because of how quickly 
people give up when told they can't do something. While this refers 
primarily to Tokyo, shanai is still heard frequently in Kansai.

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Line 1: As elsewhere in Japan, requests often start off with warui 
kedo, which means “it's bad of me to ask, but . . .” or “I know it's a pain, 
but...” even when the person doesn't really believe he is asking for 
much. In this case, as the bookcase is filled with company reports, hokasu 
probably means not simply throwing them away but shredding all the 
documents as well. 

Line 2: The women's response, ha—i, with the drawn out sound, 
indicates they aren't really happy about carrying out the request but, 
realizing they have no choice in the matter, agree reluctantly. 

Line 3: Tanomu roughly means “thanks” in this situation. In standard 
Japanese, the boss would have said onegai お 願い . 

Line 4: Once the boss is gone, the women are free to vent their anger 
to each other. 

Line 5: Atashi あたし is a feminine contraction of watashi 私 . The -ra 
attached to the end changes the meaning from “me” to “us.” Kaina is 
used to express sarcasm toward the boss, who believes the two women 
will be able to move all the documents by themselves. 

Line 6: Zatsuyo 雑用 is routine work, in this case, all the boring 
drudgery. Oshitsukeru 押し 付け る is a standard Japanese word that means 
to force something onto another person. 

Line 7: Oishii usually refers to good-tasting food, but is also used to 
describe work that is favorable or profitable to oneself.

Line 2: Mo! Shiran! means here that he’s not worth the trouble of 
knowing anymore. 
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Line 3: Shitotten し と っ て ん is the past tense of shitoru し と る , the 
progressive (-ing) form of suru す る . This is equivalent to the standard 
Japanese shite ita し て いた . Similarly, tabetotten 食べ と っ て ん means “I 
was eating" and mitotten 見 と っ て ん means “I was watching.” 

Line 5: Ohiru 33/& which only means “afternoon,” is used here as 
short for ohiru gohan お 昼 ご 飯 or lunch. Ogoru お ご る means “to treat 
someone to something" and is used much more often than gochiso 御 馳 
走 to indicate buying a meal for someone. Ogoru is also used when treating 
someone to a movie or even taxi fare. Gochisdsama deshita 御馳走 様 で 
し た , usually said after a meal to the person who prepared it or paid for 
it, is sometimes replaced with gottsuosan ご っ つ お さん by men in Kansai. 
This is often shortened to gossosan — ^ € & A, or even further to gossan 
ご っ さん . 

Line 6: Seyattara is equivalent to so dattara meaning “in that case." 
Se or so replaces the standard so そう and yattara replaces dattara. 
Yurushitaru 許し た る is the shortened form of yurushite ageru 許し て あ 
げ る .

Line 1: Housewives often address each other as okusan, meaning 
“wife.” Donai suru ど な い する is hard to translate but roughly means 
“what will you do?" In this case, the past tense of the respectful -haru 
form is attached along with a final - ヵ , short for no, which turns this into 
a question. Thus, donai shihattan ど な い し は っ た ん means something 
like “what did you do?” or “what's up?” These women are talking politely 
to each other. In less formal conversations, donai shitan ど な い し た ん is 
commonly heard. 

Line 2: Ya is used to say hello or to express mild surprise at meeting 
someone. 

Line 4: The housewife bargained for a discount by buying two bags of 
rice at a cheaper rate than for a single bag. Unlike Tokyoites, she is proud 
of her ability to find a bargain. 

Line 6: Kanawan means “I am unable to win against you." Takako is 
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showing her respect for Yasuko's intelligence and good sense in getting 
a reduced price for the rice, although she may say this sarcastically. 


Conversation 4: Yasuko with her crying child, Mako, and her 
neighbor, Takako.

Line 2: As in the previous example, donai shitan means “what's 
happened?" or *what's wrong?" 

Line 4: Dare ni nitan yaro 誰 に 似 た ん や ろ literally translates as “who 
does she resemble?" The mother is implying that the child certainly doesn't 
take after her. 

Line 5: Here tanomu means “I’m asking you to . . ." Kani is short for 
kannin, meaning "have patience." Shitatte し た っ て is a contraction for 
shite agete し て あげ て , meaning “please do something for someone." 
Put together, this sentence means "please be patient with her" or “please 
forgive her." 

Line 8: In this situation, shanai indicates that Yasuko has no choice 
but to forgive her child, but she is doing it only as a favor to Takako. 
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Kinki Cuisine 


The Kansai area is well known for certain foods. Osaka is famous for 
okonomiyaki, Kyoto is known for yudofu and nishin soba (noodles with 
herring), Kobe for Kobe beef, Nada for sake, and Akashi for Akashi-yaki. 
Even foods found throughout Japan are prepared differently here and 
have names different from the ones used in Tokyo. So while you are 
here, make sure you try Kansai cuisine and remember to use the correct 
local names. 


Okonomi お 好み 


Okonomiyaki お 好み 焼き , usually referred to as just okonomi, is 
considered the “kinkiest” of Kansai Cuisine. Japanese like to call it 
“Japanese pizza," but this is misleading since, beyond its round shape 
and varied toppings, it has little to do with pizza. Its texture is much 
closer to that of pancakes. Okonomiyaki restaurants are numerous 
throughout Kansai, relatively inexpensive, and have a casual atmosphere 
that makes them an ideal place to dine with friends. Some restaurants 
cook the food on a hot plate in the middle of your table or at the counter. 
Like pizza, toppings such as squid, shrimp, pork, beef, and cheese can be 
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ordered to taste. The most popular and traditional toppings are pork and 
squid, referred to as butatama WK-k and ikatama ^ 2^ , respectively. 
Many restaurants serve a variation called modan-yaki モダ ン 焼 き , which 
is okonomiyaki with yakisoba noodles. Okonomi is also easy and fun to 
make at home, and is especially suitable for small parties. Here is how to 
make it: 

Ingredients: Cabbage, egg, flour, okonomiyaki sauce, tororoimo ( と 
4, > yams), katsuobushi ( 鯉 節 dried bonito flakes), aonori ( 青海 苔 
green nori flakes), tenkasu (fried dough), and toppings such as shrimp, 
squid, bacon, cheese, potato, corn, mochi, beef, etc. 

Preparation: Cut the cabbage into small strips. Mix the cabbage, egg, 
flour, grated tororoimo, tenkasu, and water. Heat the hot plate and spread 
a small amount of oil in the pan. Pour the mixture into a circle, like a 
pancake and about two centimeters high. Wait about 3 minutes and add 
toppings. When the bottom turns light brown, flip over. When that side is 
brown, flip over again and apply sauce, katsuobushi, aonori, and 
mayonnaise, if you like. Turn down the heat on the hot plate. Cut into 
small pieces and eat. 


Takoyaki タコ 焼き and Akashi-yaki 明石 焼き 


Tako means "octopus" and takoyaki is a popular ping-pong ball-shaped 
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snack made from eggs, flour, and soup stock, with a chunk of octopus in 
the middle and coated with sauce and aonori. To make it at home, a 
special takoyaki pan is required. It is much easier to buy it from the little 
carts that dot the streets near train and subway stations, especially at 
night. Akashi-yaki is similar, but it is more egg-flavored, and is dipped 
into a thin soup before eating. If you're still hungry after eating Akashi- 
yaki, you can drink the soup. The name comes from the city of Akashi, 
which is on the sea coast just west of Kobe and famous for its octopus. 


Udon う どん 

Udon is popular throughout Japan, but the udon in Kansai tastes slightly 
different than that found elsewhere. The broth color is much lighter, almost 
clear. Japanese visitors to Kansai are often surprised that they can see the 
noodles inside the soup and mistakenly add soy sauce to darken the soup. 
In Kansai, udon is more popular than soba. 
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Kobe Beef 神戸 ビー フ 
The beef from cows in the Kobe area is well known throughout the world 
as being especially tender and tasty. These cows are supposedly fed beer 
and massaged every day in order to improve the tenderness of the beef. 
Although cheaper than in Tokyo, even in Kobe the beef is quite expensive, 
and essentially reserved for people on expense accounts. However, Kobe 
beef or other wagyü (和牛 Japanese beef) for shabu-shabu L し ゃ ぶし ゃ ぶ 
can be had for only slightly outrageous prices at the local supermarket. 
Shabu-shabu is also enjoyable for parties, and is extremely easy to make. 

Ingredients: Thinly sliced beef, hakusai ( 白菜 Chinese cabbage), 
tofu, shiitake, enoki, bean thread, chrysanthemum leaves, and ponzu and 
sesame sauce. 

Preparation: Boil water in a nabe pot. Add hakusai, shiitake, and tofu. 
Dip beef one slice at a time in the boiling water for a few seconds until it 
turns brownish-red. Dip in sauce and eat. 


Other Local Specialties 

Tetchiri: The fugu (河豚 globefish) version of shabu-shabu. 

Ikanago: small fish boiled hard in sugar and soy sauce. Famous in 
Hyogo Prefecture. 
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Tonkatsu: | Fried pork cutlet found throughout Japan, but especially 
good in Kansai. 


Ethnic foods, especially Korean and Chinese, are well known here 
because of the large population of ethnic Koreans and Chinese. Kobe has 
a Chinatown in the Motomachi district known as Nankin Machi, while 
Osaka has a Koreatown in Tsuruhashi, which is famous for its yaki-niku, 
or Korean barbeque.

Erai has many different usages, making it difficult to grasp its exact 
meaning in the context of a conversation. Its most basic meaning is as an 
intensifier, similar to the standard Japanese sugoi 凄い , totemo と て も, 
hijo ni 非常 に , or taihen 大 変 . As such, it often has negative connotations. 
By itself, it usually means “tired” or “tiring,” and is a synonym for shindoi 
し ん どい . However, it is also used in standard Japanese as a synonym 
for rippa 立派 , meaning a superior person, or something great. 


Erai kotcha! Ashita shiken ya no ni benkyo shitehen wa!

Oh no! I’ve got a test tomorrow and I haven't studied at all! 


HIRAKATA: Ashi donai shitan?

Erai kotcha is probably the most typical usage. Kotcha is short for 
koto ya こと や , equivalent to the standard koto da = & 72, meaning “thing” 
or “event.” Together, the expression means "horrible" or "that's too bad." 
The closest equivalent in standard Japanese is taihen da 大 変 
だ . Sora そら is a contraction of sore wa それ は . 


Erai ame ya na. 
えら い 雨 や な あ 。 
It's really pouring. 


Erai tenki ya na. Oyuki ya wa. 
えら い 天 気 や な あ 。 大 雪 や わ 。 
This is really awful weather. It's snowing hard. 


In these two examples above, the meaning of erai is closer to the 
standard Japanese hidoi ひ どい , and includes an awareness of the largeness 
or greatness of nature. 


Erai asa hayo kara, kaigi sun nen na.

In this example, erai is the same as totemo と て も or hijo ni 非常 に 
meaning "very," but includes the connotation that this early meeting is 
unusual and unwelcome.

Today was really rough. 


Here, erai is synonymous with shindoi. (See 21) For an even stronger 
expression, the two words can be combined, as in erai shindokatta えら 
いし ん どか っ た . 


47. ichibiri いち びり  dolt, clown, easily excitable person 
Ichibiri is a derogatory term used to describe someone who is too easily 
elated, implying stupidity. The best English translation might be “clown,” 
"spaz," or *dolt." The closest expression in standard Japanese is 
ochoshimono お 調子 者 . 


Anna ichibiri aite ni sunna. 
あん な いち びり 相手 に すん な 。 


Just ignore that clown. 


Sunna すん な is a shortened form of suru na する な , meaning “don’t 
do that." 

The verb form of ichibiri is, not surprisingly, ichibiru v* 5 びる, which 
means to clown around or act stupid.

This can be shortened to ichibinna! いち びん な ! 


48.ikezu いけ ず mean, nasty 
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Ikezu is an adjective used to describe a mean or nasty person, or it is used 
as a noun to describe something nasty someone has done. It is never said 
aloud to the person being described except as a joke. 


Aitsu, honma ni ikezu ya na.

49. irau いら う touch, meddle with 

This word means to touch, either physically or in an abstract sense, as in 
to “mess with" something. The closest equivalent words in standard 
Japanese are ijiru いじ る and sawaru 触る .

Do you mind if I touch this? 


Sore irotara akan de. 
それ 、 い ろだ たら あか ん で 。 
Don't mess with that. 


In this ezample, it is difficult to tell if the physical or abstract meaning 
of irau is intended. The speaker could be telling the other person not to 
put their hands on something. But he could also be telling the person not 
to ruin the item. The past tense of irau いら う is irota いろ た , and irattara 
いら っ た ら is simplified to irotara いろ た ら . 
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Kitanai te de irawantoite. 
汚い 手 で いら わん と いて 。 
Don't touch that with your dirty hands. 


A sister is telling her brother not to touch the item until he cleans his 
hands. Here -toite 一 と いて means “please” or “doit” and is used in a 
casual way. It is often used among friends or siblings, and can be further 
contracted to -totte — ^ oT. 


50. nangi 難儀 difficult, annoying 

Nangi is the Kansai version of muzukashii 難し い or mendokusai 面倒 臭 
い and is usually followed by ya na *? 72 & . It is accompanied by plenty 
of air sucking through the teeth, and can be considered a somewhat polite 
way to say "no" or “you're really imposing on me." It is used mostly by 
men and older people. | 


HIRASHAIN: Ashita no kaigi, shusseki shiharimasu ka? 


KACHO: Sora, nangi ya na. Ashita, mo tsumatten nen.

People throughout Kansai tend to say sara instead of atarashii for “new.” 
This is especially prevalent when talking about goods. 


Kono kaban, sara ya nen. 
This is a new briefcase. 


The most common usage of sara is probably when it is combined 
with hin 品 to make sarappin さら っ ぴん (新品 ) , which means “new 
goods." It is also sometimes pronounced sarapin さら びん. 


Kono kaban, sarapin ya nen. 
A Did, さ ら ぴん や ね ん 。 
This is a new briefcase. 


For added emphasis, ma Ë is often added to sara to create massara 
まっ さら . This can be translated as “brand-new.” 


Kono kaban, massara ya nen. 
This briefcase is brand-new. 


52. shomonai しょうもない uninteresting, boring, trifling 
Shomonai has two related meanings, the most common of which is “unin- 
teresting” or “boring,” similar to omoshirokunai 面白 く な い or tsumaranai 
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つま ら な い in standard Japanese. The other meaning, “unimportant” or 
“trifling,” is equivalent to kudaranai 下らない or taishita koto nai 大 し た 
事 な い in standard Japanese. It is sometimes pronounced shomonai し ょ 
も な い , shomona— L x $72 —, or shómunai し ょ うむ な い . 


Shomonai bangumi ya na.

That show's boring. 


Shomonai gyagu.

A stupid joke. 


In the above two examples, shomonai means something boring or 
uninteresting. In the following ezamples, it describes something that is 
trifling, even though it may not be boring or uninteresting. Note that 
hayo is the Kansai pronunciation for hayaku 早く .

Toko is a contraction of tokoro 所 . While this literally means “place,” it 
is used frequently in expressions indicating possession.

Kansai residents use it, even when it seems to add no extra meaning to 
the sentence, makes this a part of Kansai-ben. Kansai people also shorten 
the zo の that grammatically should precede toko ton A , or drop it 
completely.

54. yaru や る give 

While yaru, meaning “to give” (don't confuse this with the homonym 
that means “to do”), is actually part of standard Japanese, it has a broader 
usage. In standard Japanese, this word is only used in reference to giving 
something to a plant or animal, or maybe a child. For ezample, inu ni esa 
o yaru 犬 に 館 を や る means “feed the dog.” However, in Kansai this

It is derived from miru 見 る and is essentially the 
same as the standard Japanese -shite mite 一 し て みて .

But honja is also the most common way to 
say farewell to friends in Kansai. Its meaning is much closer to "see you 
later" than “goodbye.” Women often say hona は な instead, but use honja, 
as well. The standard sayonara & さよ うな ら is usually pronounced sainara 
さい な ら in Kansai, but as elsewhere, it can have the meaning of “goodbye 
forever." So instead, we would rather leave you with this:
